HOW THE MODEL FAT BOY)

Emory University, Ga. July 14.—- 
(Special.)—That sickness and disease 
can no longer be accounted for as pun- 


ishment for sin or necessary to re-| 
move the physically unfit, but is the 
direct result of inadequate public 
health edueation, was the modern gos- 
pel of publie health pronounced by 
Governor L. C. Hardman, and two na 
tional authorities speaking Thursday 
night at the conference of public 
health. at Emory university. 

“This gospel should not only reach 
into every county in Georgia,” said 
Governor Hardman,” but should in- 
spire the members of our general as- 
sembly to develop in this state a pub- 
lie health department strong enough | 
tc earry the message of preventive! 
medicine into every rural community. ' 
Nothing would do s® much to improve | 
the earning capacity and the economic | 
standing of our people.” 

In the conference which began 
Thursday morning and continues 
through Friday afternoon in the the- 
ological building on the Emory cam- 
pus, the inspiring possibilities for life 
saving and. human happiness in the 
spread of knowledge of health hygiene 
is being emphasized. 

“When the scientific information 
known to the medical profession, lock- 
ed up in medical books and in labora- | 
tories is known to all the people and 
they are persuaded to use this knowl- | 
edge, all the diseases except those of | 
old age will be mastered,” said Miss | 
Sophia Nelson, a national public yealth 
nursing official. “Most of the disease | 
and suffering of today is the result of | 
ignorance and carelessness—evidencing | 
our failure to inspire people to health- | 
she said. 

Dr. W. S. Rankin, director of the 
Duke foundation for rural hospitals, 
sketched the marvelous development of | 
preventive medicine of the last 50 
years since Pasteur’s discoveries, 
pointing out how modern surgery, the 
diagnostic laboratory, the X-ray, and 
other results of medical research have 
made possible the elimination of on? 
disease after another. Yet, as he 
pointed out there are still about four 
people ont of every thousand entirely 
disabled by djsease all the time. He 
appealed for adequate hospital facili- 
ties for the sick, but Dr. Rankin and 
others emphasized the importance of 
publie health education and preventive 
measures to reduce the number of bed- 
ridden people in the community. 

“The death rate has decreased from 
19.6 in 1900 to 11 in 1926, but we 
have hardly begun the prevention of 
ensualties that are possible when peo- 
ple understand qnd follow che know!l- 
edge now available.” said Miss: Nelson. 
who emphasized the role to be played 
ta public health education by the pub- 
lie health nurse reaching the mother 
and children in the home. 

Thursday morning Dr. George K.: 
Pratt. of the national committee for 
mental hygiene, reviewed the knowl- | 
edge recently attained in preventing 
mental disease and pleaded for child 
guidance clinics to make this knowl- 
edge available before mental iliness 
develops.
